SAIGON (AP) - Gen. Alexander M. 


Haig Jr., President Nixon's special 
envoy, conferred for more than three 
hours today with President Nguyen 
Van Thieu in an extraordinary 
lengthy meeting on a proposed In- 
dochina peace package. 


There was no official word on 


whether their conference, the second 
in two days, had brought the In- 
d o c h i n a war any closer to a 
settlement. The two had met for two 
hours Friday. 


A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 


said Haig was spending the night at 
the villa of U.S. Ambassador Ells- 
worth Bunker. He refused to disclose 
Haig's schedule beyond that and said 
he did not know whether the envoy 
would see Thieu again before leaving 
Saigon.

nouncement earlier this week had said 
that Haig would return to Washing- 
ton on Sunday. 


A senior South Vietnamese official 


confirmed that Haig carried a per- 
sonal letter from Nixon to Thieu, and 
reported it reaffirmed the U.S. com- 
mitment to military and economic 
support of Saigon and said the United 
States would impose neither a 
coalition government nor a political 
solution on South Vietnam. 


The official said the letter told 


Thieu the Nixon administration fully 
understands that the National Council 
of Reconciliation and Concord, which 
is proposed in the draft cease-fire 
agreement, would be only an "ad- 
ministrative structure" and not a 
coalition government. 


Dispute over the meaning of the 


draft agreement's language on 
this point has been a major obstacle in 
the negotiations so far, with Thieu 
contending that it would allow the 
Communist side to impose a coalition 
on the Saigon government. 


But North Vietnamese peace 


negotiator Xuan Thuy told Agence 
France Presse in Paris Friday there 
was nothing to be changed in the 
draft agreement's provision for a 
post-cease-fire "administrative struc- 
ture" composed of representatives of 
the Saigon government, the Viet Cong 
and neutralists. 


Thuy said the proposed council 


"will not be a government." 


Meanwhile, the official Saigon 


Radio acknowledged publicly for the 
f i r s t t i m e t h e r e has b e e n a 
disagreement between South Vietnam 
and the United States over the 
nine-point draft cease-fire proposal 
worked out in secret talks last month 
between U.S. Presidential Adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger and Hanoi's Le 
Due Tho. 


"Genera! Haig's presence here," 


Saigon Radio declared, "would in- 
dicate that more than ever the United 
States would have to pay heed to the 
viewpoint of the government of 
Vietnam that South Vietnam must be 
regarded as a separate state in the 
Indochinese peninsula and any ac- 
ceptable compromise must respect 
three basic principles. 


"That the demilitarized zone be 


restored by virtue of the 1954 Geneva 
accords. 2. That the hostile parties in 
South Vietnam negotiate among 
themselves with no participation 
whatsoever from the North Viet- 
namese Communists. 3. The most 
important demand, that all Com- 
munist forces pull out of South 
Vietnam under international super- 
vision and never to reinfiltrate." 


The Radio said any agreement 


which does not comply with Saigon's 
demand for a complete withdrawal of 
North Vietnamese forces from the 
South "is but a secret understanding 
between the United States and North 
Vietnam, and it will be worthless 
anyway as it will not have the 
consent of the Republic of Vietnam." 


Hijackers still 
holding plane

Three armed men demanding $10 


million ransom hijacked a jet on a 
hopscotch flight from Alabama to 
Canada during the night. Then, after 
rejecting an offer of $500,000 in 
Toronto, they ordered the plane back 
to the southern United States where 
their threats forced a temporary 
shutdown of the giant Oak Ridge 
nuclear station. 


This morning, more than 12 hours 


after the Southern Airways plane 
carrying 30 other persons was com- 
mandeered, the plane landed at 
Lexington, Ky., for its third load of 
fuel. It arrived there after circling an 
airport in Knoxville, Tenn., for nearly 
two hours. 


A Federal Aviation Administration 


official in Washington said the plane 
was expected to return to the 
Knoxville for a fourth load of fuel. 


Neither the ultimate destination nor 


motive of the hijackers was clear. The 
unidentified men were described as 
jittery and made several requests for 
pep pills. Authorities said the trio was 
armed with guns and grenades. They 
also had demanded parachutes during 
the marathon flight. 


The twin-engine DC9, carrying 26 


other passengers and a crew of four, 
was on a flight to Florida when it was 
hijacked over Alabama Friday even- 
ing. It was first diverted to Jackson, 
Miss., then Detroit, Cleveland and 
Toronto and finally back to the 
United States. 


Before the plane arrived over Knox- 


ville, one of the hijackers warned that 
if the ransom demands were not met, 
"We'll bomb Oak Ridge." He did not 
elaborate, but Oak Ridge, Tenn., about 
20 miles northwest of Knoxville, is the 
site of the government's nuclear 
research station. 


As a precautionary measure, officials 


at the nuclear station shut down all 
reactors and evacuated employes. 


At Knoxville, federal and local law- 


men were on the alert and officials said 
they were trying to meet the hijackers' 
demands. 


"Ws are trying to get the money and 


parachute pickup here to get the pas- 
sengers off the plane." a spokesman for 
the Federal Aviation Administration at 
Knoxville's McGhee Tyson Airport 
said. 


Authorities also said relatives of the 


hijackers had gathered at the airport to 
try to persuade them to surrender. One 
of the hijackers reportedly is from Oak 
Ridge and the other two from Detroit. 


Norman Helinske, airport manager, 


said the trio requested some pep pills 
while the plane was holding above the 
airport at 32,000 feet. 


A radio station in Knoxville, WROL, 


said it had monitored conversation 
between Knoxville airport authorities 
and the hijackers. The station 
reported that the hijackers said, "If 
people here don't cooperative ... we'll 
make this thing look worse than 
Munich." They referred to the slaying

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S. Vietnam 
helicopter 
hit; 27 die 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist forces 


shot down a big South Vietnamese 
helicopter Friday, moments after it 
took off from its base on the central 
coast. Field reports said 27 govern- 
ment soldiers were killed and 10 in- 
jured. 


The twin-rotor CH47 Chinook was 


hit by antiaircraft fire 43 miles 
northwest of Qui Nhon as it was 
ferrying infantrymen to a landing 
zone for a sweep operation. 


It was the second Chinook shot 


down with heavy casualties in less 
than two weeks. Enemy gunners hit 
one 40 miles southwest of Saigon Oct. 
31 and at least 17 Americans were 
killed. 


To the north, South Vietnamese 


paratroopers trying to grab territory 
in anticipation of a cease-fire reoc- 
cupied Fire Base Ann 8 miles 
southwest of Quang Tn City, and 
encountered no resistance, the Saigon 
command said. The base fell April 4 
in the early stages of the North 
Vietnamese invasion across the 
demilitarized zone. 


The Saigon command reported 84 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
attacks in South Vietnam during the 
24 hours ending at 6 a.m. today, 
nearly all of them by rockets and 
mortars. 


No big ground battles were reported 


and Communist attacks continued a 
pattern of harassment and cutting of 
highways. 


U.S. warplanes kept up their attacks 


in North and South Vietnam, and in 
Laos and Cambodia in efforts to blunt 
precease-fire North Vietnamese sup- 
ply buildups. A bombing halt con- 
tinued above the 20th parallel in 
North Vietnam, keeping the Hanoi- 
Haiphong region out of bounds. 


U.S. bombers launched more than 


30 strikes on both sides of the DMZ. 


The North Vietnamese Foreign 


Ministry issued another statement 
today claiming the Nixon adminis- 
tration ordered air strikes on 
populated areas in the southern and 
central sections of North Vietnam. 


"The raids caused many losses in 


lives and property to the local 
population," the Foreign ministry 
statement said. 
Indians cause 
heavy damage 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Militant 


Indians who occupied the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs left damages estimated 
at SI.98 million and stirred bickering 
among other Indians on how to deal 
with the protesters. 


The Interior Department said 


Friday that when the Indians ended 
their seven-day seizure of t.ne building 
they took or damaged some 600 to 
700 paintings valued at about SI,000 
each and artifacts valued at about 
S3 50,000. 


In addition, the government es- 


timated, it will cost $700,000 to restore 
7,000 cubic feet of destroyed or stolen 
records. 5250,000 to repair damage to 
the building, and $280,000 to replace 
furniture and office machinery

(DOOC) to withdraw. 


The DOOC voted Thursday to 


withdraw Denver from consideration 
as the site for the 1976 Winter Games, 
but three citizens obtained a re- 
straining order to prohioit the DOOC 
from informing the International 
Olympic Committee of its decision. 


Harry L. Arkin, a lawyer for the 


newly formed Colorado Committee to 
Save the Winter Games, said the 
pro-Olympic residents sought the in- 
junction to give them time to go 
before the IOC's executive committee 
Monday in Lausanne, Switzerland, 
and plead its case. 


The DOOC's withdrawal vote came 


on the heels of a referendum Tuesday 


in which Colorado and Denver voters 
approved ballot proposals to cut off 
further state and local spending for 
the games. 


The three citizens who comprise the 


new pro-Olympics committee said, 
however, the vote against state and 
local spending should not be in- 
terpreted as a vote against the Games 
themselves. 


Arkin said his group will ask the 


IOC for an extra 30 days in an at- 
tempt to come up with enough private 
money, and possibly federal funds to 
put on the Olympics in Colorado. 


"The citizenry is asking a chance 


to continue the efforts," he said. 


The DOOC resolution withdrawing 


from the games said it was not 
probable that the Olympics could be 
conducted without financial aid from 
Colorado and Denver. 


"The practical considerations are 


overwhelming," said DOOC Chairman 
W. R. Goodwin. "If we could hold the 
Games in Colorado, I'd be all for it, 
but I just don't think it's possible." 


Passage of the anti-Olympics 


amendment has spurred hopes of at 
least two other U.S. cities and a half 
dozen foreign cities of getting the 
1976 Winter Olympics. They include 
Lake Placid, N.Y.; Salt Lake City, 
Utah; Vancouver, B.C.; Innsbruck, 
Austria; Grenoble, France; Oslo, 
Norway, and St. Moritz, Switzerland. 


Lord Killanin, president of the IOC, 


said in London that a decision on 
moving the games may not be 
reached until the IOC holds a full 
formal meeting next March. 


"At the moment I can see no reason 


why the Games should not go on," 
he said.

Japan wants U. S. exports 


Soles tactics 
questioned

An Outagamie County Board member has come under fire for what 


some officials believe was improper use of his position to sell insurance 
to county employes. 


County Welfare Director James E. Stampp told the Board of Social 


Services Wednesday that he recently was put under "great pressure" 
from Supv. Edward Spienngs of Little Chute to turn over a list of 
welfare department employes for use by Spierings in soliciting 
insurance clients. 


Stampp also felt that Spierings implied, in form letters sent to many 


of the county's more than 600 employes, that department heads, 
Stampp included, endorsed the insurance plan. 


This reporter also learned that: 
— Supv. Gene Retzlaff of Hortonville, a member of the Board of 


Social Services, was working with Spierings in the solicitation effort. 
Retzlaff told fellow board members only that Spierings had approached 
him with the proposal. 


— Spierings discussed his insurance program with at least some of 


the welfare department employes during their business hours and held 
an insurance informational meeting during shift change time at the 
county health center. However, many county employes contacted by 
The Post-Crescent said Spierings, Retzlaff and other agents contacted 
them at home. 


— Spierings identified himself to some county employes as a 


supervisor, but many of the employes said they knew he was a county 
official before he talked insurance with them. 


— Spierings told The Post-Crescent that County Executive Alvin E. 


Woehler indicated to him that the county would make payroll 
deductions for employes to meet the monthly premiums for the 
disability-retirement insurance. Woehler Friday denied that Spierings 
had been given the authority. In his form letter to county employes, 
Spierings stated, "Should you wish to take advantage of these 
opportunities, we will be more than glad to arrange a method of 
payment that will allow your contributions to be made on a salary 
deduction basis." 


— Many county employes told this reporter that they believed 


Spierings' insurance was a new plan approved by the county. But 
almost as many said they were left with the same incorrect impression 
after reading a form letter sent to them recently by an official of 
another area insurance firm. That letter, also addressed to all county 
employes, began, "A special plan of paycheck protection is now in force 
for the employes of Outagamie County." 


Most Social Services Board members were shaken by information 


presented by Stampp, who said he had given the matter a lot of 
consideration before bringing it to the board. 


Official board minutes, however, are expected to show only that "it 


was brought to the board's attention that solicitation for the purchase 
of products or services was done under the impression that approval 
was given by this board or the (welfare) director. By official resolution 
the board is informing members of the department it has not given such 
authority." 


The board resolution, passed without dissent, will be forwarded to 


welfare department employes in the form of a memoradum. 


Spierings' letter to employes begins, "In an effort to improve the 


welfare and security of their employes, department heads have allowed 
(his insurance company) to make available to each of their employes a 
plan which. . ." 


Stampp told the board that it ". . .seems to imply some level of 


endorsement of the insurance program involved. I have not endorsed 
this program because it would be unethical for me to do so, and further, 
I know nothing about the program." 


Stampp said he felt under great pressure by Spierings to provide a 


directory of all welfare employes and to agree to the plan for contacting 
'our staff members. 


Stampp told this reporter he didn't feel it was proper for him to 


release the names of his employes to solicitors. He said Spierings made 
several trips to his office in attempts to get the employe list. Stampp 
said he finally told him he would release it only on written permission 
from Corp. Counsel William Schuh. 


Schuh, on Oct. 4, wrote Stampp stating that he could see no 


objections to Spierings' request. Stampp also quoted Spierings as 
saying that Woehler already had given him verbal permission. 


Spierings, according to Stampp, also requested that a letter relative 


to the insurance plan, be released to employes on welfare department 
stationery. 


Stampp refused, as did William Bricco, assistant superintendent of 


the county health center. 


Stampp told his board members he felt that what Spierings was doing 


was "unethical" and "represents a conflict of interest." He also held 
that Spierings has been "permitted an advantage which has not been 
permitted to other insurance company representatives or other 
vendors of any type." 


Spierings, a veteran supervisor who also is Little Chute village 


president, denied that he brought pressure of any type on Stampp or his 
employes and he insisted that he in no way used his governmental 
position to solicit. He also denied contacting any employes during 
business hours. 


Spienngs said he presented his plan to employes of the highway and 


welfare departments and the health center, the county's three biggest 
employers. 


A highway department employe said Spierings identified himself as a 


county board member and talked with workers in that department at 
an evening union meeting 


Bricco, as well as other health center employes, said Spierings 


outlined his insurance proposal during at least one shift change period 
in the health center. Woehler had earlier explained that Spierings 
would be contacting hospital personnel, Bncco said. 


Neither Bncco nor Highway Commissioner Clarence Brownson had 


received any complaints from employes regarding the insurance 
solicitation.

The best way for the United States to 


solve her balance of payments problem 
is not to stop Japanese imports, as has 
been the course America has attempted 
to follow since President Nixon an- 
nounced his new economic policy in 
August, 1971. 


Instead, a Japanese trade official told 


members of the Northeast Wisconsin 
World Trade Association, headquar- 
tered in Appleton, the United States 
should export more to Japan. 


Japan, a resource-poor nation, tradi- 


tionally has been export-minded, send- 
ing finished goods overseas in order to 
allow for the purchase of raw materials, 
Tsugio Kusajima, director of public 
relations for the mid-America Japan 
Trade Center in Chicago, said Thurs- 
day. 


"We must export to survive," 


Kusajima said. "Should 
overseas 


markets ever be closed to us, we would 
perish." 


His country, he said, has been 


watching "with growing alarm" the 
rise of protectionism in the United 
States and the growing imbalance in 
trade between the two countries. 


In line with this, he added, "Japan 


has become committed to reducing the 


U.S. trade deficit with her. We unders- 
tand that it is in our best interests, as 
well as yours, to re-establish a balanced 
trade relationship." 


And to work toward that goal, Japan 


has changed its philosophy. In the past, 
he said, Japan has tended to devote its 
energy toward expanding overseas 
markets at the expense of the Japanese 
consumer and the country itself. 


"But we have come to a turning point 


in our country. Rising affluence, more 
leisure time and a growing awareness 
among the Japanese people are causing 
a reordering of our priorities." 


And that, Kusajima said, means his 


country is looking for consumer goods 
and leisure products "to match the 
Japanese affluence." Japan also needs 
construction goods, techniques and 
equipment. 


"The Japanese government is trying 


to change an 'export mind' into an 
'import mind,' " he said. 


Just last month the Japanese 


Ministry of International Trade and 
Industry announced a program of ad- 
justments in Japan's foreign economic 
relations. 


It calls for further import liberaliza- 


tion, including uniform reduction in 
tariffs on mining and manufacturing 
products and expansion of import quo- 


tas and import financing; a tightening 
in exports, including a one per cent 
raise in the export financing interest 
rate and the abolishment of the Over- 
seas Market Development Reserve 
System for large corporations which 
encouraged exporting; capital libera- 
tion, including relaxation of 
the 


Exchange Control system to allow 
more currency to be removed from 
Japan; 
expansion 
of 
economic 


cooperation by making more funds 
available for aid, development projects 
and grants; and consolidation of wel- 
fare measures. 


The change from export to import 


will mean "sales to those 
U.S. 


businessmen who take advantage of a 
changing Japan." 


And the Midwestern region of the 


United States well may be the point to 
which Japan will cast the most en- 
couraging glances. 


"Trade between Japan and the Mid- 


west is greater than any other section 
of the United States," Kusajima told 
the association members at their dinner 
meeting at the Country Aire. "Last year 
one-third of the import-export trade 
between the two nations came from the 
Midwest." 


He referred to the Midwest as the

Last year a FBI was taken and it 


showed contamination. The doctor told 
her to stop taking the thyroid pills as 
her blood was contaminated. 


What does this mean? When will it 


become normal? What are the ill effects 
of contaminated blood? — L.S.F. 


The FBI (protein-bound iodine test) 


simply showed your wife's blood was 
"contaminated," but only in the sense 
that something was interfering with 
the chemical analysis sought. It does 
not mean she is "contaminated" in the 
sense that we normally think of and use 
that term. 


Certain medications, iodine for 


example, are possible contaminants 
that can throw off test results. Even 
iodine from iodized salt or mixed vi- 
tamin-mineral preparations can cause 
this "contamination." 


Most likely, her doctor has ordered 


her off her thyroid medicine so that he 
can get the reading he desires in a 
subsequent test. Four to six weeks is 
the usual period of abstinence before 
the new test can be made — minus the 
"contamination."

How property is assessed 


One of the visible causes of public apprehension about 


property taxing trends in Wisconsin and one that is not readily 
resolved is the uncertainty over the vocabulary involved for 
many private citizens. We find it somewhat easier to suggest 
that there is a good deal of public misunderstanding because a 
reading of the public press in Wisconsin provides periodic proof 
that city hall and courthouse reporters are also doubtful about 
some of the language. 


We refer to the use of the labels "equalized value" or "true 


value," on the one hand, and "assessed value." The question 
arose recently during a conference of state Department of 
Revenue administrators who have some supervisory respon- 
sibility over local tax administration and a citizens advisory 
committee which appeared to believe that the use of the 
separate phrases ought to be eliminated. Why not one standard 
of assessment, they seemed to be asking? 


Considered narrowly, a case can be made for a single value 


test for the fixing of tax liability. If it is attainable, it would 
broaden civic understanding helpfully. The question is whether 
it is a practicable solution to what is often a clear misconception 
of the different terms. 


"True value," or "equalized value" are used in the vocabulary 


of the state administrators is established by them for the 
distribution of levies of governmental jurisdiction (towns, cities, 
villages) over broader areas, such as joint school districts and 
counties as the most familiar examples. Such values are com- 
piled by the state on the basis of current market experience, 
certified by the realty transfer tax returns filed with the state by 
law. They are supplemented by periodical valuations in the field, 
which are now viewed with reserve in some quarters because 
the fluctuation of market trends during the last decade or more 
has made them less reliable, as indices by which to judge the 
whole Wisconsin tax base. The state valuation is also a vital 
index for the distribution of state aids and shared state taxes. 


"Assessed value" is the estimate of worth put on a farm, or a 


home, or a factory, or whatever, by the local assessor. Its 
relation to actual value, whether by test or speculation, is 
arbitrary. Typically it is significantly below "true value," which 
is the rub, the source of confusion, and even indignation. There 
is no good reason why assessed value should typically be lower, 
except perhaps the unwillingness of the local assessor and 
municipal administration to risk appeals and protests by ac- 
cepting the higher state valuations in most instances. For 
municipal tax purposes, moreover, the distinction is not impor- 
tant, assuming equality of assessment within the district. What 
is important is the amount of the tax levy in money. 


Notwithstanding, as long as there is a significant gap between 


"assessed" and "true" values in most municipalities there will be 
trouble. An effort is now underway to close the gap between 
them. That it can be closed completely, without a system of state 
government assessment, is doubtful. 


A British solution for Ulster 


In September British officials tried to meet with delegates of 


just about every group concerned to hear proposals about 
ending the violence in Northern Ireland. The meeting in England 
was boycotted by both Catholic and Protestant groups because 
of different grievances. But the British have come up with 
suggestions for negotiations anyway. 


"The Future of Northern Ireland; A Paper For Discussion" has 


been widely distributed in Ulster and parts of it are being 
published in newspapers to try to get discussions moving. 
Although the proposals are not in any way authority for 
immediate changes, they are in the form of a "green" paper or an 
official government point of view. 


The British have definitely offered concessions to the Catholic 


minority in Ulster which are certain to rile the more extreme 
Protestants and Unionists who want nothing whatever to do 
with the Republic of Ireland. The minority Catholics must be 
proportionately represented in any new assembly operating in 
Northern Ireland, according to the British. "As a minimum this 
would involve assuring minority groups of an effective voice and 
a real influence." More than that "it is a fact that Northern 
Ireland is part of the geographical entity of Ireland, that it shares 
with the Republic of Ireland common problems and that, in the 
context of the European communities, Northern Ireland and the 
republic will have certain common difficulties and opportunities 
which will differ in some respects from those which will face 
Great Britain." 


"There is an obligation on the republic to reciprocate," the 


document warns. But "as long as Northern Ireland remains part 
of the United Kingdom the sovereignty of the United Kingdom 
must be acknowledged." And that will happen "as long as that is 
the wish of the majority of the people." 


England has definitely opened the door to the concept of 


eventual unification of the whole island and this is not likely to 
please many or probably the majority of those now living in the 
North. The more militant Protestants want to be either a 
virtually independent entity within Great Britain with all the 
benefits of social security, health care and military protection 
but freedom to run their own affairs as they did in the Stormont. 


The more militant faction of the I.R.A. looks with current 


disfavor on these proposals and this actually may lead toward a 
settlement. Bernedette Devlin already shrugged off the sugges- 
tions as "totally unacceptable" because they deal only with 
Ulster. But as Miss Devlin showed in her speech at Oshkosh, hers 
is a new view of society largely unacceptable to today's Irish 
Catholics and to most of their supporters in the United States. 


Until there is more chance for discussion the referendum 


Britain has proposed to hold early in 1973 only in the North 
sounds unwise. It would ask only whether the voter wants 
Northern Ireland to remain in the United Kingdom or to become 
part of the Republic outside the United Kingdom. If everyone in 
the North would vote it might give a clue as to the real opinions 
of the Catholic minority but it is highly possible that there would 
be a Catholic boycott. This would only serve to emphasize 
divisions. It would not halt terrorist activities from either side. 


Britain may show signs of willingness to compromise. But it 


still doesn't remotely understand the "Irish problem" and 
probably never will.

MADISON —The studied posture of concern 


for the taxpayer, resistance to the expansionist 
appetites of the public bureaucracy, spending 
controls, tax relief and "austerity" in general by 
the Democratic state administration is surely 
one of the intriguing puzzles of state politics. 


It is also a deeply frustrating and confound- 


ing development for the Republican opposition, 
and notably for Jack Olson, the last titular 
leader of the state Republican party as its 
nominee for governor in 1970. 


Olson lost decisively to Gov. Patrick Lucey, 


after he had keyed his entire campaign to what 
he called "zero budgeting," a conception that 
he found difficult to convey convincingly and 
that liberals in the Lucey camp effectively 
derided as thoughtless sloganeering. Yet he 
may be pardoned, perhaps, when he now 
grumbles in effect that the man who frustrated 
his lifelong ambition is running in 1974 on the 
rejected Olson platform of 1970. 


Visionary and naive 


What the Republicans were saying under 


Olson's banner two years ago was that they 
proposed to control state expenditures to such 
a degree that they would be accommodated 
within the existing revenue scheme. Democrats 
chorused that such a stand was visionary, at 
best, or a display of naivete or ignorance, at 
worst. 


Notwithstanding, as Jack Olson now reminds 


with some indignation, the Lucey administra- 
tion in its first legislative term was able to get 
bipartisan support for a substantial boost in 
state taxation, a substantial rise in the state 
budget, is now claiming a substantial surplus 
for future local tax relief, and is surrounding 
the whole optimistic blueprint with more 
peremptory demands for retrenchments, state 
and local. 


What has persuaded Pat Lucey, perhaps the 


most thoroughly schooled politician who has 
sat at his desk in a long time, that such a 
reversal of expected posture in a Democratic 
regime is necessary? What has happened in 
two years to permit Jack Olson quite plausibly 
to complain that what he was saying two years 
ago and was laughed away is now being ac- 
cepted in effect by his election foe? 


One interpretation, perhaps generous, is that 


Gov. 
Lucey has had enough time to get his 


bearings and that much of what he has seen 
about the purpose and the level and the method 
of governmental service is on the luxurious 
side. Those who would understand the head of 
the state Democratic party must never forget 
that as a private businessman Lucey was 
thrifty, hard-working, and a vigilant task- 
master. 


But there are other reasons turning up to 


explain why the governor is blurring to the 
point of destroying the ancient rule that the 
parties differ fundamentally on some questions, 
and that one of the most distinctive of the 
differences was the Democrats' easier accep- 
tance of taxing and spending. 


Time to pay heed 


One of them was uncovered the other day by 


Prof. Jon Udell of the University of Wisconsin 
economics faculty. He was commissioned to 
conduct extensive research into attitudes about 
prospects for the general private economy of 
the state. 


In the latest episode of his reported inves- 


tigations, he concluded that resentment about 
high taxation in Wisconsin has penetrated the

Such talk has been heard for years, but was

When it comes from organized labor, the 


faithful, almost indispensable ally of the liberal 
establishment, it is time to pay heed.

discover the Lassa virus in 1969. He is 
now said to be immune to the fever. 


Scientists have tried in vain to probe 


the mysteries of the virus. Three years 
ago when a Yale laboratory worker 
died from an accidental infection the 
New Haven scientists had to abandon 
their research using live Lassa fever 
virus. 


Studies 
are 
being 
continued, 


however, in a maximum security 
laboratory at the Public Health Ser- 
vice's Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. Scientists there are studying 


samples shipped from Sierra Leone and 
from 
Zorzor, Liberia, where an 


outbreak earlier this year killed four of 
11 women stricken at a hospital. 


Zorzor is across the Sierra Leone 


Liberia border about 100 miles from 
Panguma, site of the present outbreak. 


The fever was first detected several 


years ago in Lassa, Nigeria, and has 
attracted attention in the scientific 
world despite its rare appearances, 
because it is so often fatal. 


The American team working in 


Sierra Leone plans to collect blood, 
urine and other samples from humans 
and to trap insects, rodents and other 
animals to test them for any evidence of 
Lassa fever. 


Some scientists have suspected that 


rodents which abound in Africa and are 
a source of food for some natives, might 
be spreading the disease. 


Scientists would like to develop a 


vaccine to protect against the fever, but 
there have been no reports as yet of 
such a serum. Without a preventive of 
this sort, Lassa fever could conceivably 
get out of control. It would be difficult 
to forecast the extent of the spread. 


Scientists said that Lassa fever can 


kill faster than many humans can 
produce the immunological proteins 
called antibodies which are needed to 
fight such viral infections.

The question of whether or not we 


should do business with the Soviet 
Union has been under inspection by a 
number of commentators. Predictably 
some at the liberal end of the spectrum 
argue that doing business with the 
Soviets is all to the good, that it is 
another index of the end of the Cold 
War and the beginning of an era of 
detente. At the other end conservatives 
are very leery of the whole operation, 
reminding us, for example, that the 
scrap iron we sold Japan in the 1930s 
was returned in the form of bullets. We 
have even seen a unique united front of 
William F. Buckley Jr., and Senator 
George McGovern suggesting that we 
should not sell the Russians wheat until 
they stop persecuting minorities. 


In 
a 
completely 
cold-blooded 


analysis, the Soviet Union has always 
followed a policy of rolling capitalist 
drunks. Lenin once observed contemp- 
tuously that the capitalists would sell 
the Communists the rope to hang 
enemies of the revolution. Thus one 
should assume at the outset that the 
growth of trade relations has no neces- 
sary ideological consequences — 
neither the Soviets nor the Chinese 
Communists can be bribed. But at the 
same time one can on humanitarian 
grounds support the sale of foodstuffs, 


Lots of room in Siberia 


If it came to a choice between dis- 


mantling their police apparatus and 
starving ten or twenty million people, I 
don't believe the Politburo would hesi- 
tate for 15 minutes. They have taken 
massive reprisal actions before and 
there is still plenty of room in Siberia. 
Buckley has, in my judgment, made a 
grievous miscalculation of the will and 
capacity of the peoples of the Soviet 
Union to fight the regime. The notion of 
the angry masses rising against their 
oppressors has a certain nostalgic 
charm, but in realistic terms (as 
Friedrich Engels was astute enough to 
point out in the 1890s) this concept of 
revolution is obsolete in the modern 
state. The American revolutionary with 
his musket was in a very different 
position with respect to the British 
regulars than the citizenry of a con- 
temporary dictatorship. Who can keep 
a tank in his garage? 


In other words, internal pressures 


will not bring down the Soviet police 
state. On the contrary, as events in- 
dicate, the rise of intellectual agitation 
has led to increased repression. Putting 
Russia aside for the moment, it is clear 
that the East German dictatorship is 
terrified of detente and, because human 
beings with rifles were often too com- 
passionate to shoot escapees to the 
West, has now installed a whole au- 
tomatic killing system along the border 
of the German Federal Republic. Elec- 
tronically activated by trip wires and 
sensors, these "automatic 
killer 


devices," or "robots." will not fire over 
the heads of fleeing people. 


A book recommended 


It is clear that most East Germans 


despise their rulers, but what are they 
going to do? It is easy to talk of 
TC\ olution while sitting in New York or 
Boston, but to get the full flavor of the 
atmosphere of repression, and of the 
extent to whu h it makes human beings 


feel like isolated atoms, you should read 
Steven Kelman's "Behind the Berlin 
Wall' (Houghton Mifflin). Kelman 
managed (at considerable personal 
risk) to spend a summer in East Ger- 
many and he has brilliantly conveyed 
the environment of terror. 


Should the United States "do 


business" with people like this? Or, for 
that matter, with the repressive whites 
in South Africa? Or with any dicta- 
torship? I would answer with a 
carefully qualified "Yes." "Yes" ob- 
viously in the case of food, medicines, 
and what have been described as non 
strategic goods. On the other hand, and 
with a full recognition of the defini- 
tional problems involved, I would do no 
favors for the repressive elites. It would 
be preposterous, for example, if the 
United States provided the Soviets with 
the advanced computers the latter need 
properly to aim their SS-9s. Feeding the 
Soviet people is one thing. Sending 
Brezhnev a shipment of Lenin's rope is 
in a completely different category.

cooperative dormitory. 


They've banded together to help 


each other bridge the gap between 
military and civilian life through 
education, according to Larry 
Williams, the school's veteran's affairs 
coordinator. 


"There have been other kinds of 


veterans' organizations on campuses 
around the nations, but this is the first 
to form an organized cooperative and 
to lease a dormitory building from a 
college for veterans' housing," he said. 


The cooperative agreed to pay the 


school $1,200 a year to lease the 
unoccupied building. 


"The veterans can buy maintenance 


supplies t h r o u g h the college 
procurement office, and they've hired 
two of the men living in Sutton to 
act as janitors, keeping the place 
clean," Williams said. 


"This is a case of veterans helping 


veterans." 


Williams suggested the co-op 


approach working here may be part 
of the answer in getting Vietnam 
veterans back into civilian life. 


He said the Sutton Hall vets agreed 


to live in a dormitory-type atmosphere 
because "they can help one another 
and they don't have the same type 
of restrictions the regular campus 
dorms have." 


A single room costs the veteran $25 


a month. All rent goes into the co-op 
to pay for the building costs, janitors 
and other staff.

—"Draining" commuters from 


outlying districts for more efficient 
use of trains and buses: for example, 
by setting up systems which enable 
passengers to telephone for a minibus. 


—Forecasting the growth of cities, 


a slow and expensive process that 
needs to be standardized. 


—Improved use of delivery trucks. 
Work is expected to take about two 


years under the supervision of Lee 
Huff, who deals with policy and 
planning at the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. There will be help 
from France, West Germany and 
other NATO members. 


At the end there will be recom- 


mendations to the national govern- 
ments. 


This will be the eighth project the 


committee has started since President 
Nixon proposed its organization more 
than three years ago—partly to give 
NATO a less military image. The 
United States already runs three other 
pilot projects: on air pollution, health 
care and auto safety.

Simpson was charged with one 


count of sexual perversion, one of 
obstructing an officer by giving false 
information, two of false imprison- 
ment and two of endangering safety 
by conduct regardless of life. 


Defense attorney Eric Schulenberg, 


who declined to.call any defense 
witnesses, told the jury he questioned 
the last four counts. He said the girls 
could have left the sauna parlor and 
there was no medical testimony to 
prove their lives were endangered. 


Vennie Rainey. 21, and Sherri 


Kincaid, 20, both of Minneapolis, 
testified Thursday that they had been 
beaten by Simpson.

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Court rule ups 
manpower need

OSHKOSH — Caught off guard by a 


federal court ruling affecting 300 men- 
tal patients, the Winnebago County 
Board Friday fought to a standstill on 
hiring additional social workers just 
before adjourning for the weekend. 


On Oct. 19, a panel of federal judges, 


conferring on a Milwaukee County 
case, ruled that all mental patients who 
have been committed involuntarily at 
mental hospitals must have their cases 
reviewed. It gave local communities 
and counties 90 days to reprocess the 
patients. 


Supv. Ray Gischia, Neenah, chair- 


man of the institutions and guidance 
center board, amended, a resolution 
asking for just one additional social 
worker at the institutions to one asking 
for four new social workers. 


But his was replaced by one from 


Supv. Ted Neely, Menasha, which 
asked for the hiring of two social 
workers immediately and considera- 
tion from the labor relation panel to 
hiring two others by Jan. 1,1973. 


Superintendent of county institu- 


tions, Donald Zboray, explained that 
the ruling in this county could apply to 
300 persons now in the mental hospital 
under involuntary commitments and 
that reopening the cases would take 
skilled social workers and other 
professionals. Each case, he said, would 
have to be heard before a county court. 


Gischia said the notice of the ruling 


was not brought before county officials 
earlier because a letter explaining the 
situation was just received Tuesday 
from the Division of Mental Hygiene. 


Zboray said he had no idea how long 


the reopening procedures would take. 
He said patients are entitled to legal 
counsel at each step of the proceedings. 
Although psychiatrists and judges will 
be involved, the social workers will be 
the "key" to it all, he said. "We have a 
personnel shortage on this particular 
problem." 


Over the past two years, members of 


the institutions panel have urged the 
county board to hire at least two new 
social workers at the county institu- 
tions. The board has refused. 


Zboray said two social workers had 


been asked just to keep abreast of 
constantly 
increasing 
paperwork 


needs. The county court ruling, he 
stated, was totally unexpected and 
creates an overwhelming need. 


Neely's amendment passed, 33-9, 


getting just two votes more than the 
two-thirds needed for passage. But 
voting on the amended resolution, five 
supervisors changed their votes and the 
measure lost, 29-14. 


Then, starting fresh on the resolu- 


tion, the board adopted it as is, allowing 
the hiring of one additional social 
worker. Supv. Alberta Goff, Oshkosh, 
then amended it to read two instead of 
one, and that's where the board left it 
before adjourning. 


A first motion to adjourn lost, but 


then passed after Gerald Engeldinger, 
corporation counsel, advised the board 
the buildings, grounds and parks com- 
mittee was scheduled for a bid opening. 


It was expected that county officials 


over the weekend, would review the 
ruling, an explanation of which had 
been filed with Engeldinger. 


Engeldinger told the board that in 


seven years, just one involuntary com- 
mitment case had been contested in a 
county court. 


Engeldinger said Dist. Atty. William 


Carver has been to see him, concerned 
about the additional workload to his 
staff, but he hasn't asked for additional 
help. 


Neely and many other board 


members were disturbed over the 90 
day requirement. "This is impossible, 
even with 50 new social workers," he 
declared. From the viewpoint of 
scheduling the county court ap- 
pearances alone, Neely said", it was 
"completely impractical." 


The county board completed its 


review of the budget as proposed by the 
finance committee Friday, ending 
deliberations about two days ahead of 


schedule. Several cuts, most of them 
minor, were made. 


But several resolutions introduced 


before the board at the last minute 
Friday probably will receive extended 
consideration next week. 


One of them is a resolution asking 


that $400,000 of the anticipated federal 
revenue sharing funds be applied to 
reduce the 1973 tax levy. The amount of 
revenue sharing funds being included 
in the proposed budget was criticized 
by several speakers during Wednesday 
night's public hearing. 


Another resolution asks that the 


county supplement for its judges be 
increased $1,000 to $3,500 per year. 
Several weeks ago, the Winnebago 
County Bar Association urged the 
board to up the ante by $2,500 to $5,000 
per judge. 


A third resolution, submitted by the 


labor relations committee, asked an 
annual salary for the county executive 
of $19,000, with fringe benefits con- 
forming to those in effect for county 
department heads. 


The fourth resolution contained the 


section dealing with the social workers 
but also included sections asking for 
the creation of a part-time janitor posi- 
tion at the county airport at a cost of 
$2,000 per year; a secretary for the

including a $500,000 balance from 1971. 
The funds were placed in bank time 
deposit-open accounts until needed to 
pay city bills. 


In addition, Mrs. LaBore reported 


earnings of $11,472 are expected by 
year-end on investments totalling 
$325,000 in special accounts outside the 
general fund. 


The report, for the period Jan. 1 


through Oct. 31, shows $139,603 in 
interest already received on general 
fund investments, and $9,172 on the 
special funds which include a park 
board trust fund, police pension fund, 
two public school accounts and a 
parking commission fund.

Tax proposal not legal 


An alderman's proposal to use 25 per 


cent of Appleton's federal revenue 
sharing income to relieve property 
taxes for the elderly would violate the 
Wisconsin Constitution, according to 
City Atty.

The board asked for a 1973 budget 


totalling $214,043, compared with a 
current-year appropriation of 5185,122.

an increase from $104,201 to $110,167 
for salaries and a hike from $800 to 
$2,755 for building repairs including 
interior painting. Also included is 
$1,200 for ventilating system altera- 
tions and a new window air condi- 
tioner. 


The comparison with other libraries 


showed Sheboygan with the largest 
total 1971 budget, $580,910; the largest 
salary account, $407,862; the biggest 
book budget, $92,697, and the greatest 
circulation, 598,454. 


Other communities on the list are 


Neenah, Oshkosh, Fond du Lac and 
Manitowoc. Only Neenah spent less 
than Appleton on books in 1971, allot- 
ting $34,933 to Appleton's $37,162. 
Appleton's circulation that year was 
332,616, in fourth place ahead of Fond 
du Lac's 260,093 and Neenah's 237,814. 


Appleton's total budget was $188,794 
and salaries accounted for $130,955. 


Bebeau pointed out that in this year's 


budget, the library salary account was 
cut an arbitrary $10,000 on the theory 
that library hours could be shortened to 
save personnel costs. That, said 
Bebeau, turned out to be a false as- 
sumption, and other accounts includ- 
ing book purchases had to be robbed to 
make up the difference between actual 
salaries and the sum appropriated.
